Now lliai the smoke lias cleared from last 
week’s eleetions, it's time lo take a little 
dciser look at the re.sulis. 

992 was supposed to be the year voters - 
sliobk up Congress. It was the Year of the 
Wottian, tile Year of the Duisidefi the Yea'r ' 
of the Check Bmiiieers. or what have you. 
Incumbent eongressfolk were .supposed to 
be quaking in their huols. fearful that rilal

So. will the l()3rd Congress that takes 
olliee next January really be umehdilTcrcni 
from tlie 102ml Congress tliai got mi many 
people riled up? 

Well, yes and no. 

On one hand. I 10 of the 435 House 
members will be freshman, as will FI of the 
100 senators. Deniugrupliically, the 
Coosf^ ^1 look ^orc like America as a 
Wliolc'ahd less like a club for rich white 
men: Tltere will be 47 women in the House 
(24 more than before). 39 blacks (up froiii 
22) ami 20 Hispanics (up from six).

Peter Kuslinayer (D-Peim.) And dozens of 
senator;; and representatives cither retired 
voluntarily, lost ilieir primaries earlier this 
year. 


Hut the tact remains' tliat tlie new 
Congress will ItKik ii-lot like the old 
Congress. Tlie House lineup '(pending 
recounts in a few close races) will be 259 
Denioerats. 175 Repiiblieuns and one 
independent eight more Republicans than 
when the 102nd Congress began its life in 
January 1991. 

In the Senate, there will be 57 Democrats- 
and 42 Republicans, vvitli one race in 
Georgia to be decided in a runoff Oven if 
the GOP pick's up that seal, they’ll have 
only held their ground compared, with the 
old Congress.

He 
initially pleaded guilty Init later 
cluingeil his plea anil decided to go 
(liruugli a jury trial. 

Davis was convicied of raping 
Teresa Davis. 27, in the hathroom of 
lier home a week after she left him. 

Under the terms of (he sentence 
imposed Friday by 4th Disirici 
Judge George Carey, Davis will 
become eligible for parole after 
serving tlirce years in prison. If 
ilenicil parole, he could serve up lo 
10 years in prison. 


Mrs. Davis said the conviction 
and sentencing shows ilial rape 
survivors can have faith in the 
criminal justice system. 

"1 wish that his sentence would 
have been a bit stronger. But it's 
hard to pm your husband in prison." 
she said. "I have a lot of mixed 
feelings." 

Mrs. Davis filed for divorce in 
September. Her busbatid has 
contested the filing. ' ' 

Victims' advocates said the 
sentence was too lenient. 

"For someone who commits the 
kind of crime he did and has no

Kent Smith said the use ofbiofeedback is becoming 
more commonplace all the time, although treatment is not 
yet widely available in Twin Falls.

“There are some things biofecdback cannot do. Halting 
the growth of cancer cells through the body through 
biofeedback is still' somewhat in the realm of science

MENINGITIS PROGRESS: Newly introduced 
infant vaccinc.<> already have dramatically reduced 
the leading cause of meningitis and could virtually 
wipe out the source of the most serious childhood 
infection. “It is incredible what has been 
happening.” says Dr. William Adams of the fedcr^it 
Centers for Disease Control. "This vaccine will

RX FOR KIDS: Parents, the Food and Drug 
Administration is expected to propose regulations to 
encourage drug manufacturers to provide do.sage- 
information on medicine labels telling how best to 
I administer the drugs to children.

medicines in children becau.se labels fail to provide

Study: Overweight teen-agers face increased health risk-'as adults 


BOSTON (AP) - Overweight teen-agers 
— are-moic-likely-lhan-lhciMhin-friends to suf- - 
fer such problems us heart disease, colon can- 
cer, urtitrilis or gout by age 70. according to a 
study, 

Men who were fat adolescents begin tu die 
at u higher-llmn-usuul rate hy age 45. When 
they reach their 70s, their risk of death is 
twice that of those who were nomtui size as 
teen-agers. 

Women suffer a variety of additional 
health problems if they were overweight , us 
youngsters. But ut least into their 70s, they 
appear to live just as long ns those who were 
thinner teen-age girls. 

Many studies have shown that being obe.se 
during adulthood Is unliealihy. Bui until now,

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Sperm research separates winners from also-rans 


LONDON (AP) - With his video camera- kc(. Jim 
Cummins crams about a million squirming gametes into 

a minimaze to s ec which ones move to the front. 

~ Cummins races spenn. He Crcez.c-t'ramcs the winners 
apd losers, measuring the speed of each wiggle and jig- 
gle. 

Like other pioneers in chaning the male reprcxluctive 
system, Cummins wants to know- what separates the 
.swift and_ successful from the also-rans. He wanis to 
know what it takes to overcome ihe birth canal barriers 
and charge full force into the egg. 

Knowing wluit makes a'stellar sex cell. dtKiors will 
be able to select the l>est for test-tube fertilization. 
~~^~Tltg~biri^egiTm'g~tTetg~Ti rs Tt c rm~rc<:c:nrl i • has beerr 
prompted by recent evidence .that male problems, such 
as blocked reproductive organs ortlefective spent), ac- 
count for at least 40 percent of infertile couples. Some 
doctors suspect male infertility is increasing. 

A recent global aiwlysis published in the British i 
Medical Journal estimated that average spenn counts 
plummeted from l.T.1 million per milliliter in the 1940s 
to 60 million per milliliter in the 1990s. Men with fewer 
than 20 million sperm per inilliliier are considered in- 
fenile. 

Tile cause of that decline is a matter of speculation. 


But increasingly, spcctulisis believe there is much more 
to male feniliiy than numbers. Sophisticated tools arc 
allo wiiti’ sc ientists a clos k Iwk at s penn developuiciii. 

“Wc arc 20 years Itchind in our knowledge of-mnle 
reproductive system compared to the female.” said Dr. 
John Aitken. professor of gamete biology at the Metli- 
cal Research Council's Reproductive Biology Unit at 
the University of Edinburgh. 

Researchers arc experimenting with vitamins, slimu- 
lants and even electric shocks to invigorate sperm, and 
Chemical markers to select the best. 

Aitken said researchers arc realizing the only Vvay to 
get holler results from in vitro fertilization — success-

shift the focus from the well-studied egg to the more

In his lab, Aitken watches human sperm trying to 
break into hamster eggs — which he uses because there 
is no possibility of rertiliztiiion. and thus no ethical 
questions about humtui experiments. 

Mis rcseafdi revealed that many defective spenn gel 
qlosc to the egg but cannoiTusc with it. Further studies 
revealed a possible defett in the top layer of the 
spenn's head. What should be a buttery, 'simwlh cover- 
ing turns rigid. 


"Rigid membranes won’t fuse.” said Aitken. . . 

Me -suspects the stiffness results from oxygen slicking 
to-unsaturaled fatly acids on the sperm's head.

Within' six months. Aitken plans to test vitamin E 
therapy on infenile men. He will try two approaches:

Weslem Australia, is one of several 
researchers testing pentoxifylline, a ehemical cousin of

Bur the major breakthroughs will not occur until sci- 
entists understand the basic biology of spenn. he- said.

Millions of crfls die on the way to fertilizing egg 


LONDON (AP) - All life came 
from the sea. wliere species sur- 
vived by producing millions of 
sperm in hopes that a few would 
connect with freely lloating eggs. 

And when land animals devel- 
oped. it still took millions. During 
each step en route to the egg. mil- 
lions of sperm die or are missing 
in action. 

Sperm counts arc highest among 
promi.scuous .species, said Sher- 
man-Silber. a reproductive micro- 
surgeon at St.- LukcLs Jlospitul. ill- 
St. Louis, Mo. 

Bulls and chimpanzees, which 
have many mates, easily have a 
billion spemi in an ejaculate, he 
said. "Look at the goose and gan- 
der. They iiave a monogamous re- 
Imionship, and the gander testicles 
arc small with a low sjienii count." 

"By the time you get to gorillas, 
it's a disaster." he said. 

Gorillas, which lead fairly 
monogamous_liyes, have tiny testi- 
cles and sperm counts far below 1 
million per ejaculate, he said. 

— The iiuiio rf i s ' t li u iT y gr m o r .di iP~ 
mals with one mate do not have to 
compete 'with oilier spenn io boost 
the chances of having offspring, 
said Silber. He suspects that hu- 
man sperm counts declined as 
monogamous society developed. 

Experts say the study of sperm 
transport in the birth canal is diffi- 
cult and still only dimly under- 
stood. Nevertheless, animal studies 
have' revealed a few generalities 
about the percentage of sperm that 
survive each step.

Although there is no proof, doc- 
tors are urging men to heed the ad- 
vice already given to women who 
want to conceive: Quit smoking 
and drink loss.
